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NIAGARA HOLIDAY 

Two days of holiday and sdiool at Niagara 

Falls deserve an acccuntlng. The occasion was 
the annual meeting of the OntariO'Quebec 
ilivi^on of the Canadian Weekly Nev^'spapers 
AJsociatlon. We arrived on Tliuisday evening to 
find the entire Niagara peninsula shrouded tn 
misL It was the following day before we could 
see the falls at all clearly. We crossed the new 
Bambow bridge on Saturday and for the first 
lime ttad a chance to look at the falls from the 
VA side. When >'ou get across it is quite 
evident why the Canadian side is the more 
popular for \-icwing the falL^ but on the other 
side you do gel an exciting cTose-up of Ibe swirl- 
ing, iiishing waters that are soon to take the 
plunge. 

We had only to present biith certificates in 
erder to be allowed into the great American 
republic. The immigration officials took a few 
minutes to look up our ^'record," and, not finding 
any apparently, told us that we might enter. We 
bad only a little over an hour to spend. 

We were shirked to find on Ihe outskirts of 
4he city of Niagara Falls, N-Y., a U.S- federal 
•Victory" housing project called "Hyde Park 
village." We could hardly believe that man, let 
alone Uncle Sam himself, would erect such 
tenements. Probably Ihey were an improvement 
over what their tenants had formeriy known, 
although many of them were empty and maybe 
Uncle Sam Is having difficulty in finding 
tenants. Row upon row of huts, each about big 
enough for a fair-sizcd room, but probably 
divided into two or three rooms, and built to- 
Cether in long one-storeyed structures, made up 
this Village. 

There was one door into ea(^ dwelling, with 
two post" in front of each door. The posts were 
about ten feet^ apart and held clothes-lines. 
Sprawled In the clay in front of some of these 
homos would be two or three Negro children. 
Other homes were occupied by white people. 
We noted a public telephone booth outside one 
TOW of huts. The number "1600*' appeared on 
«ne of the units. Probably there were even 
more "homes" than that in this brand-new slum. 

Uncle Sam has a big job of reconstruction at 
home. If the VS. standard of living is higher 

than Canada's, as is frequently said, it also has 
its low spots. Contributing to the low standard 
of living in both countries of course is the 
Konomic boundary which forces trade cast and 



west instead of north and south. We doubt if 
Ontario would lose any industries if all tariffs 
between the two countries were removed- 
Oshawa would slill have a General Motors plant, 
and Newmarket, we think, would still have the 
Dixon Pencil Co., even though it has a parent 
company in New Jersey, and tlic Office Specialty 
Co., even though it has an afniialcd company in 
New York State. The tendency today is towards 
decentralization of industry, 

RusicH T- Kelley, Hamilton advertising man, 
talked on this subject of decentralisation of 
industry at our Saturday morning session. He 
said that Hamilton and Toronto were alri>3dy loo 
big, and that the pro^-ince should try to have 
new industries establish themselves in the towns, 
tillages and smaller cities. Mr, Kelley's main 
theme was that a prosperous agriculture would 
mean prosperous to^vns and cities. He said that 

Canadian farmers had three billion dollars worth 

of needs. It would take $400,000,000 just to 

install water systems in Canada's farm homes. 

Mn Kelley does not believe in the curtailment 
of farm production. He believes that the fanner 
should get a fair price for what he sells and that 
he could sell all he could produce at a fair price 
—provided that we start with the farmer and see 
that he gels fairly paid. Mr. Kelley said that 
25,000 of the first 100,000 Canadian recruits were 
rejected^ and attributed tliat sony record to 
under-nourishment during the depression years. 
During the depression years, he said, 3,000 chil- 
dren went to bed under- nourished in the city cf 
Hamilton alone. They needed a glass of milk, 
another egg, butter. 

Returning to our visit across the Rainbow 
bridge, we were told that we could take up to 
$10 each- We spent something less than $3 and, 
as we expected, were n^uired to pay customs 
duly of something over a dollar on these pur- 
chases. We were surprised, however, when we 
were told that we had broken the niles when 
we made these purchases. The $10 allowed was 
jusL for necessary expenses, and not for pur- 
chases, we were told. It was interesting to learn 
that the strictness of the customs officers varied. 
Some officers permit small purchases to be 
brought in without collecting duly but others are 
more business-like. The latter officers make the 
public '*boir' sometimes but they are doing their 
jobs as they should be done. If there are tariffs, 
they should be collected- 
One of the convention speakers, Louis Blake 
Duff of Weiland, had something to say on the 
subject of government interference in businesS. 
Ife commended the Fort Erie Times -Review, 
winner of the Fearce trophy for the tiest editorial 
page, for its vigilance in protecting the liberties 
of the citizen. It is our belief that people who 
live near the border, see the enforcement of 
customs and foreign exchange regulations, and 
see things forbidden on one side of the border 
that are permitted on the other, are more critical 
of government for the infringement of personal 
liberties. Selective service today is a good 
example of so-called bureaucracy. Employers 
and employees are greatly hampered in their 
efforts to fill jobs or ^nd jobs, but no doubt 
selective service is a contribution to the winning 
of the war. But we should remember that 
selective service was foisted on the government 
by the people, not .on the people by the govern- 
ment. If the Conser%'ative opposition had not 



demanded selective service, and if ninny news- 
papers had not supportccf that demand, they 
would loday be criticizing selective service- 
There were two other newspaper prizes. Our 
neighbor, the Slouffville Tribune, won thd 
han<lsomc Joseph Clark cup for the best Ontario 
or Quebec weekTy newspaper published in a 
town of not more tiian 1.51)0 population. The St. 
Mar>'s Journal-Argus won the Stephenson trophy 
for the best front page among newspapers pub- 
lished in towns of not more than 4,500 popula- 
tion- 
Other convention speakers included H. H. 
Rimmer, of the Canadian General Electric Co., 
who urged all weekly newspapers to become 
members of the 'Audit Bun>au of Circulations, 
Mayor George R. Inglis of St. Catharines, who 
welcomed the visitors, John Bracken, Progres- 
sive-Conservative leader, who spoke on Canada's 
posl-\s-ar needs, and Andy Clark of CBC's 
"Neighborly Ne^s-s." 
Of particular interest in this part of Ontario 

was the presentation o( a painting to J. A. Mac-

counted for much with them. 

But war has chani:ed all that. 
and th{^ ConimonweaUh has become 
OS comp;ict aa If we ^ould stop 
irom Canada to Austi-aij:i- 

The war has provided n vco* 
special education In geography; we 
;ipeak glibly of counti ies whose 
very 'existence was a matltr of 
utter indifference to us: whus^ 
peoples we thought of jls laces 
entirely different from oiiis, and 
of who^re ideals and aspii'ations we 
were even arrogantly and profound- 
ly Ignorant, 

The young ni^ix froni all the 
Allied nations, who are serving 
ovorse^LS, will be CosmopoJitan-s. 
They will see their own nations in 
relation to other nations^ They 
uill, although more solidly citizens 
of their own cour.lries, see some- 
thing to admire and even emulate 
in other countries, and be ready 
with some constructive criticism 
for their own taiidir. 

That the chlHren In ot;r sehools 
are learning the le^^^on of empire 
&nJ commonwealth was demonstra- 
ted to mo the other day. May 23, to 
be exact, when I attended the 
Empire day program at Bogarttown 
school. 

The program opened with our 
pren^ier's address to the schools of 
Ontirlo. 

From something which was very 
worth while, I gave two quotations. 
"The futt^re of the empire will 
depend very largely upon the ex- 
tent to which our youth of today 
tinderslan/ls the history of Ihi 
e^npiro and all that It means to the 
whole world a:» an example of the 
way ■ that people of different 
uMions, races and cree«l?t can co- 
opE^rate i-x a great world-wide 
iftllowshipr 

\ The other was a quntfttlon from 
King George V, when he Addressed 
the cniphc o\'er the tadla **To Ihe 
rhildrvn, I wcidd like to send a 
special mes^ige. Let me say, that 
to i^aeh of them whom my wonls 
rtMCh. I ask you to renuunlicr tliat 
in da^s to come you will be ttio 
ritfzenj^ of a great empire. A^ you 
;;ro',v i?p, always keep the thougiit 
brfoie yoj, ami, when the lime 
com^s, he ready and piuud lo nrfvo 
to your c(»u«lry th*? service of 
your work, your mind and your 
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heart. 

Then followed a program which 
was an education In w^t our 
empire really means. ^ 

fn fl'"'ng, in recitation. In quota.- 
tJors from great speeches, we 
heard children's voices tel". of 
what rhc empire— the parts and the 
wholu, has done lo preserve free- 
dom on th2 earth. 

The children who read or re- 
cited thoae great spoochea— worda 
of hope and inspiration— wilt never 
forget them. They will rise up 
in thtir memories in years to come 
wilh what great- re^iults, who can 
U'll^ for no one, child or aUull, ever 
lived for even n short time with 
ojt bcin^ the richer in mind aJiu 
heait.

SAYS CANADA HELPED 
JAPANESE CONQUEST 



Rev, Dr, J, G. Endicctt Tor- 
onto, was the guest-speaker at a 
C C.F, meeting held in the 
Mechanics' hall on Tuesday eve* 
ning. Major A. H. Woods, New- 
market, the C.C.F, federal candi- 
date for York North, was also a 
speaker. Dr. G. A. C, Gunton, 
Aurora, acted as chairman. 

Dr_ Endicott, who spent sev- 
eral years in China, two of them 
as adviser to Madame Chiang 
Kai Shek, spoke on '^e inter- 
national significance of the Co- 
operative Commonwealth move- 
ment" The speaker said that 
"the C.C.F- is not merely a 
political party but is a crusade 
wilh principles and ideals the 
adoption of which on a world- 
wide basis would bring about 
an era of peace and plenty for 
all mankind," 

Dr. Endicott vividly described 
the bombing of inland Chinese 
towns and cities by the Japanese 
air force and spoke of the bit- 
terness on the part of the 
Chinese toward the British in 
the days before Pearl Harbor 
because the Japanese had been 
supplied with a large part of 
the mimilions of war from Can- 
ada and Britain- The speaker 
mentioned specifically machine- 
guns stamped ''Made in Birm- 
ingham" found on crashed Jap- 
anese aircraft, 

"Monopolistic capitalism is 
the cause of the conflict in the 
east," the speaker said. "Japan 
went into Manchuria and north 
China wilh the avowed intention 
of stamping out progressive 
movements, and did in part 
succeed tn ruthlessly supress- 
ing such movements by the 
simple expedient of shooting the 
leaders- 

'The great powers of Europe 
not only did nothing to prevent 
Japan attempting to dominate 
China but actually acquiesced. 
The vested interests of the 
capitalist powers had to be pro- 
tected from the rapidly advanc- 
ing wave of radicalism/' 

Dr, Endicolt described a visit 
lo a Japanese factory, where 
young Chinese girls of seven, 
eight and nine years of age were 
employed unwinding the silk 
thread from the cocoons, Tlie 
fingens of these children, said 
Dr Endicott, were raw and 
bleeding, with the finger nail^ 
netting away, A foreman with 
a whip wont up and dowii the 
aisles lashing at the children j 
who had fallen asleep or who 
were slowing up in their work- 
Major Woods, the first speak- 
er of the evening, lold of the 

fonnalion and growtli of the 
C.C.F. 

*'lt is a democratic movement 
and every member of the C.C.F. 
has oqsial rights and opportimi- 
ties. but memberahip in the 
CC.F, implies hard work and 
sacrifice,*' he said- 

Tlio C.C.F., when eleclcfl to 
power, will introduce exlensivo 
social logislation, inchiding 
health centres available tn all 
the people and a national public 
housing plan which wjH make 
homos available lo workers at 
rentals within their means." 

The government's rehabilita- 
tion policy for the members of 
the armed forces was criticized 
by Major Woods, "llie C.C.F, 
has prepared a policy wJiich will 
shortly lie announced wiiich 
provides adequate and genen>us 
treatment for dcmobili/ed sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen and 
will do what tho present ad- 
minislratirin has so far failed to
